Bones 'Of 'the Lbxolophodon Secured 


from Southern Wyoming. 


There arrived in New 
Ybi-k 
last 


week for 'the Museum of Natural His- 
tory the skeleton of si loxolophoddn. It 
was unearthed in sbuth'ern Wyoming, 
where the great beast foamed in large 
numbers many centuries ago, 'b'y an 
expedition sent oiit from Iho museum 
by Prof li."P. Osborn and headed by 


' Prof. Walter Granger. 
Speaking of

search, 


Prof. Granger said: 


"We 
found 
tho 
skeleton of the 


largest mammal 
living at the time 


and for which we mado careful search 
This huge mammal.was known as tho 
loxolophodon, a mixture of elephant 
and rhinoceros. 
It had six horns— 


two enormous ones in the back of the 
skull, two smaller ones over the "eyes 
nnd two rudimentary horns on tho 
tip of the nose. 


"We obtained an interesting lot of 


the skeletons of tho titanotheres, 
a 


smaller animal than tho last; numer- 
ous specimens of the carvora, includ- 
ing the largest of the time, tho mea- 
onyx; many rodents, or sqnirrel-liko 
mammals; some of the earliest camel- 
like, even toed, hoofed mammals; an 
achonedon, one'of Ihe vory largo, even
